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LABOR FEDERATION 
CFNDS GOVERNMENT 
MANY RESOLUTIONS 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

OTTAWA—During the succeeding days 
of the convention of the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Labor, which was held at 
the tapital last week, the discussions 
followed fairly closely the pro- 
posed by the president in his opening 
address. A somewhat unexpected argu- 
ment arose relative to the public school 
interests in Quebec province, a resolution 
being introduced on this subject and 
finally referred to the executive commit- 
tee with instructions to report next year. 
The discussions upon the naval ques- 
tion showed that in the interests of 
Canadian workmen the convention fav- 
ored the construction of all proposed 
vessels being undertaken within the 
Dominion; anda declaration in favor of 
a voluntary military service controlled 
the Canadian government was ac-

cepted. 

Much interest centered in the extended 
debates relative to the establishment of 
“great Canadian Federation of 
Labor.” The present methods of the 
operation of the American alien law 
ulong the border were severely criticized. 

The convention also came out strongly 
in favor of greater effort being made to 
secure Canadian contracts for Canadian 
producing and manufacturing firms and 
for, Canadian workmen—a practise by 
no means adhered to af present. 

The executive board was also re- 
quested to draft a law for the federa- 
tion, for the control of the apprentice- 
ship system. 

The nomination for the presidency 
for the ensuing year resulted in the re- 
taining of J. W. Patterson, Ottawa, in 
that office; the vice-president and sec- 
retary-treasurer also remain the same— 
all unanimously reelected after their 10 
months’ service in the new federation.

FARMERS TO NEED

EDMONTON,  Alberta~The  depart- 
ment of agriculture will, it is gid, issue 
a bulletin calling the attention of the 
farmers of the province to the large 
amount of seed wheat which will be 
needed next year, and warning them 
against the danger of not providing for 
this necessity.

“No one would pretend that the gov- 
erning board of a state university is 
committed to any dogmas like the arti- 
cles of faith of a religious denomination. 
Yet ther® are pdéssibilities of oppression 
or restriction for the university which 
must not be overlooked. The people may 
elect, ‘Or the Governor appoint, regents 
(or trustees) not only who belong to a 
particular political party, ‘but because 
they belong to it. «4

Democrats, or all of some other political 
stripe.

“A board of political: partizans might 
interfere with the teaching of some 
professor whose vieWs were opposed to 
their own political dogmas. The mem- 
bers of a Republican board might resent 
free trade teachings; and a sympathetic 
exposition and defense of socialism 
might bring down upon the head of the 
professor the objurgations of either Re- 
publican or Democratic regents. This 
danger is a very real and serious one in 
eases in which the members of the board 
reflect the views, sentiments and pre- 
judices of a large majority: of the people | , 
the state, 


“Freedom of thought, freedom of in- 
vestigation, freedom of tea@hing, freedom 
of publication—this is the soul of a uni- 
versity. And dictation from the state 
just as much tyranny as dictation 
from the church.

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THE opinion of the departmental officers at 
Washington with reference to the recent 
military maneuvers around Boston, in» which 
the regulars and the national guard took 
part, may be condensed into the statement 
that the results do not justify the cost. The 
end aimed at was the laudable one of 
instructing young men enlisted in the mili- 
tary service, both as regulars and as citizen 
soldiers, how to care for themselves under 
circumstances that would be similar to those attendant upon actual 
warfare. So long as it is among the possibilities that the defense of 
the country may become necessary at any time, and more especially 
at some unexpected time, steps taken to make this defense effectual, 
and with the minimum of hardship to those engaged in it, are praise- 
worthy because patriotic and humane. 

The recent maneuvers, however, did not accomplish the desired 
purpose. They rather increased than diminished the hardships that 
in modern times are accompaniments of well-managed military move- 
ments in actual service. Because of lack of proper organization, 
many of the men were subjected to exposure and privation that was 
‘holly unnecessary, or, at least, that might have been rendered 
‘holly unnecessary. 

Other means of accomplishing the desired purpose will be 
esorted to hereafter. In practically arriving at the conclusion that 
he method shall be entirely changed, the war department, as we 
inderstand it, is solicitous that it shall not be deemed to have cen- 
sured the men who took part in the so-called “war game.” It is 
freely admitted that both the regulars and the national guardsmen 
acquitted themselves in a soldierly fashion. Army officers, sindeed, 
are said to be as enthusiastic as ever over the Boston maneuvers. So 
that there 1s no cause for complaint, on behalf of the men, of lack of 
appreciation. 

One phase of the matter, however, seems to have been denied 
the attention that it should receive. For generations it has been the 
custom to amuse boys with military toys, toy soldiers, toy cannon, 
toy swords, toy warships, toy battle scenes—toy war games, in fact. 
The name “war game” given to the recent maneuvers was unfor- 
tunate in that it served to emphasize youthful impressions of the 
tragedies of history as something of a playful nature. Children 
should be taught to abhor war, and the impressions of it as a “game” 
that remain in manhood should\ be removed rather than deepened. 

Until the brotherhood of man shall be established on earth, it 
will be necessary for those nations and those peoples who love peace 
to protect. themselves against those who haye not yet learned that 
war at its worst 1s savagery and at its best brutalizing and deplorable. 
lf for the present we must tolerate it, we need not, and should not, 
paint it, in fancy or in fact, in anything but its true colors. 
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M. RENKIN, Belgian colonial secretary, a 
few days ago returned from his lengthy tour 
of inspection in the Kongo, a tour that fol- 
lowed very closely on that of the heir- 
apparent, Prince Albert. Now comes the 
announcement from Leopoldville, Kongo, 
that W. H. Sheppard, the American 
missionary, has been acquitted of charges of 
libel brought against him by the company | 
holding a monopoly of rubber gathering in ~~" 4 
the Kasai region. “We hope to prove to foreign countries,” said M. 
Renkin on his return, “that bona-fide natives will be able to get all 
they want.” Without stopping to inquire what is understood by a 
bona-fide native, one is gratified to learn from such an authoritative 
source as the colonial secretary that the Kongo reforms are at last 
in sight. Not that his words convey more than did all the past 
promises, but the two tours of inspection just completed, by prince 
and minister, lend the reform program a color of sincerity that in. the 
past has been utterly wanting. In this light the American mission- 
ary s acquittal on very serious charges made in a newspaper article 
acquires additional significance. 

M. Renkin’s program is long and detailed, but it touches on all 
the abuses denounced by so many witnessés, and here admitted in 
toto. , M. Renkin maintains that for the past year n6 ‘native has 
asked in vain for land, and the settlement of land is to be greatly 
developed. The rights of the natives to the produce of the soil are‘to 
be freely acknowledged, but, best of all, currency is to be introduced 
and its use generalized. This means that the root of all the Kongo 
evils, the iniquitous rubber tax, is to be suppressed ‘for. good+ The 
Kongo administration from now on will be based on recognition that 
its natives are its most valuable asset and that their rights must 
absolutely be safeguarded. The assurance of such a policy reverses 
all previous notions of Kongo government, but as the inference 
naturally is that both M. Renkin and Prince Albert have seen things 
that make such a reversal of immediate urgency in their eyes, it 
would be neither logical nor just to doubt their, sincerity.of purpose.

timably rich though they are in wealth-pro- 
ducing metals like copper, tin or silver, ‘hold 
but an insignificant share in gold production. 
It the wealth of the Indies, and notably the 
eold found by the Spanish conquistadores, 
changed the course of history as few things 
had before or have since, it suddenly loomed large not long ago in 
the clash over border claims in central South America, involving the 
interests of nearly all the republics. The issue was rubber, and possi- 
bly wheat as a future factor. But it is a most singular coincidence 
that between the two extreme limits claimed by each of the two 
contestants, there lies the rediscovered source®f Pizarro’s gold. For 
the Inca gold mines have within the last ten years been traced with 
well nigh certain results to the Inambari and Beni rivers. And the 
Inambari forms the extreme western limit of Bolivia’s claim, while 
the Beni marks the extreme eastern limit of Peru’s pretension. 

What has transpired of the finds during the last decade is 
remarkably meager. interest in the upper Amazon and its affluents 
naturally centers on rubber. It is only through the recent contro- 
versy that the search for the Inca gold is recalled. It was an Eng- 
lishman who determined to trace the origin of the gold supply found 
by the Spanjards on the west.coast of South America, whereof the 
colossal wealth ceased to flow in such a suddep and mysterious man- 
ner centuries ago. In the course of his research, based on all avail- 
able information, he discovered alluvial gold in the Beni river, which 
later investigation by an .\merican engineer was said to have proved 
consideralny richer than anything known from Klondike to Cape 
Horn. Discoveries on other rivers, chiefly the Inambari, followed 
rapidly, and finally vestiges of extensive mining operations, presum- 
ably of the Inca period, were brought to ‘ght. 

The arbitral award of President Alcorta gave the Beni to Bolivia 
and the Inambari to Peru, though nothing definite is yet known of 
the ultimate delimitation agreed on by the two contestants since the 
rejection of the award. It is fairly certain that the whole contro- 
versy will have served the excellent purpose of hastening the opening 
of the vast territory in dispute. It will finally tap the stream of 
Pizarro s gold. 
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Tur fact that pneumatic mail tubes may now be installed 
out causing more than passing comment shows that another 
step has been successfully taken by the postoffice department.

|| med Ali signed his abdication at Sultanabad, 
| it was upon the urgent adyjce of his minister, 
Saad-ed-Dowleh, but mainly with a view to 
financial compensation of a most onerous 
kind. That it took two months to send him 
across the Russian border is not surprising 
in view of the terms he made; it was only at 
the beginning of September that an arrange- 
ment was concluded at St. Petersburg by 
which the former Shah's debts were saddled upon the penurious 
Persian state, while the constitutional government finally agreed to 
guarantee him an annual pension of no less than 100,000 tomans, or 
about $200,000. At last, on Sept. 10, he set out toward Kazvin 
with a numerous retinue, his Queen and four chfidren, and a caravan 
of fifty tons of baggage, escorted by Persian cossacks. In Kazvin 
tne Russian authorities took charge of his final exit, and he has now 
arrived at Odessa. , 

Mohammed Ali's disappearance from the scene caused the 
greater relief when it became manifest that the adherents of the old 
regime had been much underestimated both in power and number. 
It is not only the clergy that harks back to absolutism; it is the 
aversion to all radical changes so characteristic of the modern Per- 
sian and his abhorrence of anything tending to distirb his comfort 
ail routine, that tell in favor of the regime of so many centuries— 
not as a regime but asa rut. And so the purely Persian south does 
not accept without a murmur the revolutionary dictation of what is, 
in a large measure, a Turkish’movement of the northwest. Shiraz, 
the capital of Farsistan, the core of Aryan Persia, rejects the Gov- 
ernor sent there by the Nationalists and the Nationalists refuse to con- 
sider the choice of its people. Even Luristan, the mountain home 
of the Bakhtiari liberators who took Teheran, is showing signs of a 
reaction. It is ascribed to Mohammed Alis long-exiled brother, 
Salar-ed-Wowleh, who appears to have left Warsaw, where he 
enjoyed Russian hospitality, and is said to have found his way to 
the Bakhtiari chiefs. But of all the ambitious members of the royal 
ajar clan, Zill-es-Sultan, another royal exile, the son of Shah Nasr- 
ed-Din, and great-uncle of the present ruler, 1s by tar the richest, the 
most capable and masterful. It is on him that the ‘regent, Azed-ul- 
Mulk, the head of the clan, proposes to devolve his great charge, but 
it is also he that is most suspected of designs on the throne by the 
Constitutionalists. After keeping him a prisoner at Resht they com- 
pelled him to recross the frontier, not, however, without exacting a 
heavy ransom. 

Pending the outcome of the elections and the reopening of 
Parliament, Persia was ruled by a committee of twenty notables and 
former deputies, until the 14th of September. On that day a 
decree was issied that is signpheant enough to Meas a first step 
toward constitutional rule; it changed the comm @egnsulta- 
tive body and left the executive power solely im the hands of,the 

_shosen ministers.
